PERU. 
From the Panema Star. 
L ima, 20th July, 1873. 
Oue of the principal actors in the following 
interesting event, has been kind enough to 
supply your correspondent with th** data sub­ 
joined. 
Early in the month of June n party of 
American Engineers employed in cutting 
through the Summit or Galera tunnel on the 
Oroya Railway, conceived the Happy idea of 
celebrating the Fourth of July by ascending 
the highest spur of the Andeau chain In that 
|>ortiou of Peru awd there hoisting the Stars 
and Stripes. 
A lofty peak a ?iiort distance south of the 
probed line of railroad, known to be acces­ 
sible on one side, was selected as the spot to 
be honored, but the difficulty of carrying the 
material to such a height for a flag staff, task­ 
ed the ingenuity of the adventurous party,but 
did not dampen their courage. 
Messrs. Tobias and Cunningham undertook 
to solve the problem, and Mr. Goldsmith was 
despatched to Lima. 94 miles distant, lo pro­ 
cure a suitable ensign. 
When the plan was 
mnUe known in Hie capital considerable en­ 
thusiasm was manifested by the American 
residents. 
Admiral Steedman and the gallant 
officers of the Pensacola, then al anchor in 
Hie bay of Callao, generously presented a su­ 
perb flag, thirty-six feet in length, to the 
rateful commissioner. 
In the meantime the 
central committee had not been idle. 
As it 
was impossible to transport wooden i>o!es to 
that height, iron was substituted for the 
stairs. 
These were to 1h> made of hollow 
tubes three inches in diameter#and iii lengths 
of twenty feet, and were carried from Lima 
to Fan Bartdome by rail, thence lo Galera, 
48 miles further on, on mule hack a* were ail 
the other materials employed. 
The town of Galera Is situated 94 miles 
DIVISION ic GARDEN Sts. from Lima on the west slope of the dividing 
range of the Ando*, arid is 15,381 feet above 
the lewd of the sea. 
It was founded in Juno, 
1872. by the Engineer Corps of the Oroya 
railway, ami is probably inc highest settlement 
in the world. Under the pass is being perfora­ 
ted the aumtnlt tunnel of the railroad. 
In this town a meteorological observatory 
I as been established In the interest* of the 
Smithsonian Institute and under the able di­ 
rection of Doctor E. L. Hissed and Mr. ll. I*. 
Tobias. 
Here are also found six steam power 
engines, (450 b. p. in tho aggregate) mid com­ 
pressors made by the Delameter Iron works In 
New York, in sections and brought over the 
rugged mountains on mule back; Galera is 
the moot elevates! 8|H>t iii Hie world where a 
p’ston-rad has been moved by steam. 
On the 
morning of the Fourth the note of billy prep­ 
aration was hoard, and Fie Indians of the en­ 
campment were laden with the flag, the iron 
Int>e*, tools, eatables and the corresjwmiing 
liquids, instruments for scientific jmrposes, 
such as a Barometer, Thermometer and Spir­ 
it lump, and Hie party started on its undertak­ 
ing. 
To those who have never attained such 
an altitude, the difficulties of climbing are un­ 
known; to proceed for more than a rod with­ 
out resting was a sheer impossibility,it seemed 
as if every step tho breath would leave the 
body, and the feeling of oppression at the 
heart and lungs was simply horrible, owing to 
the extreme rarefaction of tho atmosphere. 
TVbeu half way up the tlividing ridge of the 
Andes was passed. On Hie left looking .South 
wa? the valley of the Amazon, on the right 
the Pacific slot*', and so narrow was this ridge 
that iii some place* two persons coaid not 
walk abreast. 
Th** bravo patriots climl*cd 
along in Indian * file till better footing was 
reached when a halt was called to recuj>erut« 
their forces for tim final struggle over tile huge 
boulders and rocks which hung from the sides 
of the j*eak.

PERU. 
From the Panama Star. 
Lima, 20th July, 1873. 
Oue oí the principal actor» in the following 
interesting event, ba3 been kind enough to 
supply your correspondent with the data sub­ 
joined. 
Early in the month of June a party of 
American Engineer» employed in cutting 
through the Summit or Galera tuonel on the 
Oroya Railway, conceived the happy Idea of 
celebrating the Fourth of July by ascending 
the highest spur of the Atideau chain in that 
portion of Peru and there hoisting the Stars 
aud Stripes. 
A lofty peak a short distance south of the 
proposed line of railroad, known to be acces­ 
sible on one side, was selected as the spot to 
be honored, but the difficulty of carrying the 
material to such a height for a flag staff, task­ 
ed the ingenuity of the adventurous party,but 
did not dampen their courage. 
Messrs. Tobias and Cunningham undertook 
to solve tbe problem, and Mr. Goldsmith was 
despatched to Lima, 94 miles distant, to pro­ 
cure a suitable ensign. 
When the plan was 
made known in the capital considerable en­ 
thusiasm was manifested by the American 
residents. 
Admiral Steedman and the gallant 
officers of the Pensacola, then at anchor in 
the bay of Callao, generously presented a su­ 
perb flag, thirty-six feet in length, to the 
rateful commissioner. 
In the meantime the 
central committee had not been idle. 
As it 
was impossible to transport wooden poles to 
that height, iron was substituted for the 
stads. 
These were to be made of hollow 
tubes three inches in diameter#and in lengths 
of twenty feet, and were carried from Lima 
to San Bartolomé by rail, thence to Galera, 
48 miles further on, on mule back as were ad 
the other materials employed. 
The town of Galera is situated 94 miles 
from Lima oa the west slope of the dividing 
range of the Andes, and is 15,581 feet above 
the level of the sea. 
It was founded in June, 
1872, by the Engineer Corps of the Oroya 
railway, and is probably tne highest settlement 
in tLe world. Under the pass is being perfora­ 
ted the summit tunnel of the railroad. 
In this town a meteorological observatory 
has been established in the interests of the 
Smithsonian Institute and under the able di­ 
rection of Doctor E. L. Bissell and Mr. H. P. 
Tobias. 
Here arc also found six steam power 
engines, (450 fa. p. in the aggregate) and com­ 
pressors made by the Delameter Iron works in 
New’ York, in sections and brought over the 
rugged mountains on mule back; Galera is 
the most elevated spot In the world where a 
piston-rad has been moved by steam. 
On the 
morning of the Fourth the note of busy prep­ 
aration was heard, and Hie Indians of the eu- 
campment were laden with the flag, the iron 
tubes, tools, eatables and the corresponding 
liquids, instruments for scientific purposes, 
such as a Barometer, Thermometer and Spir­ 
it lamp, and the party started on its undertak­ 
ing. 
To those who have never attained such 
an altitude, the difficulties of climbing are un­ 
known; to proceed for more than a rod with­ 
out resting was a sheer impossibility,it seemed 
as if every step the breath would leave the 
body, and the feeling of oppression at, the 
heart and lungs was simply horrible, ow ing to 
the extremo rarefaction of the atmosphere. 
When half way up the dividing ridge of the 
Andes was passed. 
On the left looking South 
was the valley of the'Am azon, on the right 
the Pacilic slope, and so narrow was this ridge 
that in some places two persons could not 
w’alk abreast. 
The brave patriota climbed 
along in Indian «tile till better footing was 
reached when a halt was called to recuperate 
their forces for the final struggle over the huge 
boulders and rocks which hung from the sides 
of the peak. 
At twelve o’clock the point was 
gained, and knee deep in tho snow stood the 
party consisting of 11. P. Tobias of Illinois, 
J. S. Cunningham of New York. Doctor E. L. 
Bissell of Connecticut, A. F. Goldsmith of 
New Hampshire, Job M. Tobias of Illinois. J. 
H. Van Brocklin of Oneida, II. M. Smith of 
Springfield and J. A. Shirtzerof New York. 
As tho celebration was taking place on Pe­ 
ruvian soil it became necessary to hoist a Pe­ 
ruvian ensign at the same time, lest the Gov­ 
ernment of Mr. Pardo might rgard the achieve­ 
ment as savoring of filibusterism, and Mr. 
Meiggs had kindly furnished a very handsome 
one. 
The Indiaus soon arrived with their loads, 
and in a short space of time the iron tubes 
were connected, and two flag stalls placed in 
position guyed with heavy wires: one 45 feet 
high, surmounted by a huge weather vane 
and a ball 20 inches in diameter, the other of 
the same height, but less pretentions iu ap­ 
pearance situated 50 feet distant. 
At two o’­ 
clock all was in readiness; a large tin box 
was brought forward by one of the Indians 
containing a document in which were the 
names of the Presidents of the United States 
and Peru with their respective cabinets; a fac­ 
simile of the original declaration of Inde­ 
pendence, a paper with the names of John 
and Henry Meiggs, contractors of the road, 
and of all the officers of the sam e;—many 
newspapers, among which were the New York 
Herald aud the Panama Star. 
This box was deposited midway bitween 
the two flag-staffs and over it the Indians 
piled stones in the form of an obelisk until 
the height of twenty feet was reached. 
The 
American flag was then hoisted by A. F. 
Goldsmith with three hearty cheers and a ti­ 
ger: On one of the white stripes was in­ 
scribed the name of the U. S. Flag Ship Pen­ 
sacola, in honor to her gallant Admiral, Offi­ 
cers and Crew. 
The Peruvian Banner was then unfurled by 
one of the Indians with many and enthusias­ 
tic Vivas, and much rejoicing. 
Another box 
was opened which contained a marble slab 
bearing this inscription : 
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and south, as far as the eye could reach j J ^ O N D O T J T R E A L E S T A .T E 
loomed grandly up the snow-clad crags and ! 
AND 
peaks of the Andean chain, appearing like . 
the deserted camp of a myriad of giants. ¡ 
Towards the Pacific, these great barriers were j 
almost Innumerable, hiding within their cav- , 
erns the ransom of the world in. mineral j 
wealth. 
To the cast was stretched out the j 
noble valley of the Amazon, its hillsides and J 
vullevs green with verdure, and teeming with j 
the gifts of nature. 
The descent was theu commenced and the 
banners of tho sisicr Republic, were left flyiug 
in their beauty, as ir waving a greeting to the 
other members «>f ilie American family of free 
nations.

MARSHAL BAZAINE'S TRIAL. 
P a r is, Oct. 8 .— In the Bazaine court-martial 
to-day the reading of M. Riviere's report was 
continued. M. Riviere proceeds to show that 
the mean3 of communication between Metz 
and Paris were ample. Bazaine’s refusal to 
combine his forces with the other armies in 
the field was criminal. The Marshal is ac­ 
cused of pursuing a personal policy, by which 
the enemy profited. There is evidence that he 
even refused to assist in the effort made to 
provision Metz. Baz tine’s inaction is attrib­ 
uted partially to hesitation caused by news 
from Sedan and Paris, and partially to Ins se­ 
cret negotiation with the enemy. Whatever 
government there was iu France he should 
have fought for it, instead of listening to over­ 
tures of tiie enemy, receiving their agent 
Regnie, and plotting the restoration of the 
empire. lie only thought of maintaining 
the array in good condition to play the 
political part he designed. 
Ilad Bazaine 
done his duty by taking his army .into the in­ 
terior of France, leaving Metz to defend her­ 
self with the garrison, which could subsist on 
resources of the surrounding country, Metz 
would have held out until the armistice, and 
Lorraine would never have been ceded,

Riviere continues: A foreign war- was not 
enough; our unhappy country was condemned 
to the horrors of civil war. and what did Mar­ 
shal Bazaine do then? He united with the

Resolved, That public approbation belongs 
to the Senators and'Representatives who in 
the last Congress did not favor the salary in­ 
crease and back-pay bills, and especially to 
such as have voluntarily and without pressure 
of public sentiment returned to the Treasury 
the so-called back-pay, and we denounce 
every Senator and Representative who voted 
for or approved such hill and any party who 
invokes congressional action to shield a guilty 
conscience in doing what should be done 
and what some have 
done 
without 
legislation; and farther, we frei most sincere 
regret that the President of the United .States 
should so mistake the morality of American 
character and disregard .the honor of tho 
American name a3 to give his official sanction 
to a bill which, as far as it relates to himself 
and members of each branch of Congress, was 
wholly uncalled, for, unprecedented, demoral­ 
izing and wicked; and we charge the Repub­ 
lican party with the wrong of originating and 
passing this bill, and we denounce in a most 
unqualified manner this measure and all its 
supporters and demand Rs unconditional re­ 
peal. Fourth, 
Resolved, That we deem it of the highest 
importance to the people in all part3 of our 
State and country that lines of transportation 
between the East and West be improved so us 
to furnish better and cheaper transit, and that 
no route shall make an inordinate charge up­ 
on produce, manufactures or merchandize, 
that the interest whether of produce, corpor­ 
ation or capitalist can justly complain 
of facilities oflered. 
The importance of 
regular, cheap and rapid interchange of 
produce of tho West and merchandize 
of the east both for Internal consumption and 
general commerce cannot be overestimated to 
the people of our state and especially of our 
great seaboard city. Enlarged water chan­ 
nel, freight railways and cheap and expedi­ 
tious passage alike for outgoing and inbound 
trade are imperatively demanded, aud the at­ 
tainment thereof cannot with justice and safe­ 
ty be delayed; and we deplore the corrupting 
influence of our great corporations over legis­ 
lative action whereby our agricultural interests 
are crippled and the developement of the re­ 
sources of our country retarded. Fifth, 
Resolved, That the internal policy of states 
and municipalities cannot constitutionally be 
interfered with by federal authority, but that 
each must bo left free in the exercise of the 
supreme right of local self government, which 
has been, we are grieved to say, of late fre­ 
quently violated.

neglect of puiilic business, from President 
down, has brought the country at last to 
finaiicial discredit and distress, and it is

instability in exchange of trade in the work of 
production and investment ami depressloh of 
business, sufleriugs of laborers and ruin of in­ 
dividuals. Seventh, 
Resolved, That in view of present disaster, 
the result of a weak and pernicious adminis­ 
tration, widespread corruption of public serv­ 
ice, defalcations of officials, peculations con­ 
doned, robberies forgiven, extortion upon 
merchants and importers with the approval of 
federal authority, the persoualism of the chief 
executive, and as a consequence the impaired 
standard of political morality it is a matter of 
painful regret that unreasoning party zeal 
should outlive just party allegiance, and thus 
postpone the return to good and honest gov­ 
ernment, but still we have undiminished faith 
iu the integrity and manhood of the people 
and their ultimate purpose and ability to cor­ 
rect cverv wrong and restore overy right. 
Eight, 
Resolved, That we invite candid judgment 
of our aims and support by all patriotic citi­ 
zens of candidates nominated by iliis conven­ 
tion without regard to previous affiliations. 
Ninth, 
Resolved, That a return of the country to 
á specie basis is an object of paramount im­ 
portance; that us the great purpose of money 
apart from being the standard of value is to 
serve aj ti medium of exchange and an instru­ 
ment with which transfers are made and in­ 
debtedness discharged, business integrity and 
even-handed prosperity unite in demanding 
the return to the common standard of the 
world, and that banking privileges should be 
extended to all who can give perfect security 
for the prompt redemption of the circulation 
they utter in as good money as the govern­ 
ment makes the lawful money of the country. 
Tenth, 
Resolved, That we pledge ourselves to firm­ 
ly resist the probability of State government 
by special legislation being made the pliant 
instrument of unworthy private schemes, and 
we demand in every department of public ex­ 
penditure rigid economy and good faith, and 
thorough investigation and punishment of all 
official misconduct. The resolutions were 
unanimously adopted. 
Mr. C. U.S. Williams of Dutchess oflered the 
following, which was adopted with load 
cheers. 
Resolved, That the thanks of all freemen

Gen. Marshall had driven him to the 
post office, a distance of one mile and a half, 
once a day during ail that time. Every day, 
unless it was Sunday, the old horse made his 
regular pilgrimage, driven by his owner iotbe 
post office. At length one evening a short 
time ago, tho General thought he would drive 
another horse and leave the old horse at home. 
On his way back from the office he met the 
old horse, who evidently surmised that some­ 
thing wrong had happened, and had broken 
out of the pasture. The old fellow made his 
trip as usual to the post office, and returning, 
entered the pasture, lay down, and died. 
—One of the most terrible stories of cruelty 
at sea which has ever been told cornos from 
the ship Sunrise, which left on May 3, aud ar­ 
rived at San Francisco a week ago. Details 
have beeu given by the seamen of the treat­ 
ment they have received, which go far to sup­ 
port their assertion that two of the sailors who 
are missing cast themselves into tiie sea to es­ 
cape from the brutality of tiie first mate, Har­ 
ris. The memoranda of the vessel record the 
disappearance of these men, and also the death 
by drowning of a boy, wbo, the seamen al­ 
lege, was so exhausted by severe puuishment 
that ho fell overboard from the rigging.— 
The master of the ship, Capt. Clarke, is said 
to have encouraged all the brutality of Har­ 
ris, and to have been hardly less barbarous in 
his own treatment of the crew.,

A S ingular M oney T ran saction. 
Sonlfc few weeks since the building first door 
below City Hall, purchased by Philip Kava- 
nagh, was cleared of a pile of accumulate 1 
rubbish for the purpose of making extensivo 
repairs. Among other thli.gs thrown into the 
yard in tbo rear, were a number of cigar 
boxes, intended for kindling wood, it wasn’t 
long before these relics of the past came under 
the argus eyes of tho small boys who are al­ 
ways on the lookout to find something. In 
pulling them over they came across a box 
filled with pieces of paper money, and it only 
took a few minutes for those present to clean 
them out, for each grabbed a bandful and 
run. 
lu this manner these fragments of 
money wore scattered about tho yard, iu the 
alley and upon the streets, and fell into flitter- 
cnt hand3, each wondering where the balance 
of the bill was, and where the pieces came 
from. Mr. George L. Little, however, was 
one who took more interest in so strange a 
money matter at this time, when money was 
too scarce to “lay around loose.” lie learned 
where the fragments came from, went to the 
premises, secured and took to his store the 
box which contaiued what was left of the bills. 
A careful examination showed them to have 
been bills on the First National Bank, of this 
city, of the denomination of #20, #10, #5 aud 
#2. This was apparent from the fact that 
there appeared on the bills a portion of the 
name of J. W. Fairfield, President. The bills 
had evidently laid on top of each other aud 
had been cut into triangular fragments with a 
pair of shears, clipping pieces here and there 
until the bills were entirely cut to pieces. Tiie 
portions in possession of Mr. Little represent 
$337, and were cut from seven twenty dollar 
bills, nineteen ten dollar bills, one live dollar 
bill and one two dollar bill—each piece from 
a different bill, and from the number of pieces 
in possession of the boys, the bills could not 
have represented a less sum than $800. 
There is something of a mystery about these 
fragments of money. 
There are those wlio 
believe they came out of the Bank, aud others 
who believe that some person ¡11 a crazy mo­ 
ment destroyed the bills and put the pieces 
away where they were forgotten.

/ am endm ents to article four ol the constitu­ 
tion. 
Receive J, (If the assembly concur). That sections 
one, two, fourpeight and nine ot article four of the 
constitution be amended so as to read as follows: 
Section 1. The executive power shall tie vested 
In a governor who shall hold his office for three 
vears; a lieutenant-governor shall be chosen at the 
sam e time, and for the same term . The governor 
and lieutenant-governor elected next preceding the 
tim e when this section shall take effect, shall hold 
office during the term tor which they were elected. 
5 2. No person shall he eligible 1^ the office of 
governor or lieutenant-governor, except a citizen of 
the United States, of the age not less than thirty 
years, aud who shall have been five years, next pre­ 
ceding his election, a resident of this state. 
{ 4. Thé governor shall be coinmanaer-ln-chlef of 
the military and naval forces of the state. He shall 
have power to convene the legislature (or the son­ 
ant only) on extraordinary occasions. At extraor­ 
dinary sessions no subject shall be acted upon, ex­ 
cept such as the governor may recommend for con­ 
sideration. He shall com municate by message to 
the legislature at every session the condition of the 
state, and reqomipend such m atters to them 03 he 
shall Judge expedient. He shall transact all neces­ 
sary business with the officers of governm ent, civil 
and milit ary. lie shall expedite all such measures 
as mav be resolved upon by the legislature, and 
shsll take earc that the laws are faithfully executed. 
He shall receive for his services an annual salarv of 
ten thousand dollars, ami there shall lie provided 
for his use a suitable and furnished executive resi­ 
dence, 


{ S. The llouteuantrgüvem or shall receive for hie 
services an apnua! salary of five thousand dollar», 
aud shall not receive or be entitled to anv other 
compensation, fee or perquisite, for any duty and 
service he may be required to perform by the con­ 
stitution or by law. 
5 9. Every bill which shall have passed the sen­ 
ate and assembly, shall, before it becomes a law, be 
presented to the governor ; If he approve, he shall 
sign I t; but if not, he shall return it with fils objec- 
tious to the bouse In which It shall have originated, 
which shall enter the objections at large on the 
jonrnal, and proceed to reconsider It. If, after 
such reconsideration, tw o-thirds of the members 
elected to that house shall agree to pass the bill, it 
shall be sent together with the objections to the oth­ 
er house, by which it shall likewise be reconsidered; 
and if approved by two-thirds of the members elect­ 
ed to that house. it shall become a law notw ith­ 
standing the objections of the governor. In all 
such cases, the vote* iu both houses shall be deter­ 
mined by yeas and nays, and the nam es of the mem- 
ljers voting .shall be entered on the Journal of each 
house respectively. 
If any bill shab not bo return­ 
ed by the govern->r within ten days (Sundays ex­ 
cepted) after it shall haye been presented to him, 
the sanie shall bo a law in like m anner as if he had 
signed it, uuless the legislature shall, by their ad­ 
journm ent, preveBt its return ; lu which case it 
shall not become a law w ithout the approval of the 
governor. No bill shall become a law after the final 
adjournm ent of the legislature unless approved by 
the gevernor within thirty days after such adjourn­ 
m ent. If auy bill presented to the governor con­ 
tain several items of appropriations of money, he 
may object to one or more of such items, while ap­ 
proving of the other portion of the bill. In such 
case, he shall append te the bill, at the time of slgu- 
ing it, a statem ent of the items to which he objects; 
and the appropriation so objected to shall not take 
effect. If the legislature tie iu session, he shall 
tran sm itió the house In which the bill originated ¡1 
copy of such statem ent, and the Items objected to 
shall be separately reconsidered. If, oa reconsid­ 
eration, one or more of such items be approved by 
tw o-thirds of the members elected to each house, 
the same shall be part of the law, notw ithstanding 
the objections of the governor. AU the provisions 
of this section, In relation to bills not approved by 
the governor, shall apply in cases in which he shall 
withhold his approval from any item or item s con­ 
tained in a bill apnrourlatlng money. 
Resolved, (If the assembly concur). That the fore­ 
going am endm ent be referred to the legislature to 
be chosen at the next general election of senators, 
and that, In conformity to section one of article 
thirteen of the constitution, it be published for 
three months previous to the tim e of such election.
